*. Feeding Minerals to Dairy Cattle. - 
’ (Extracts-from a bulletin from: our 
Agricultural college, written by Prof- 
fessor O..E, Reed and C: F.: Huffman, 
of the Dairy department.) 
Minerals are needed. inthe ‘dairy 
ration to maintain the health a8 ef. 
ficiency of 'the herd. 

It. is. common information that |, 
-dairy.cattle need mineérals.as'a part of 
their. daily ration.” “Minerals “are 
needed to. develop the skeleton, and 
for. the proper functioning of... the 
glands and organs of the. animal. body. 
When cattle were first’ domesticated 
the minerals fqund in the natural 
feeding: stuffs weré ample. to meet 
the needs for- body. maintenance and 
milk . production, since conly enough 
milk’ was produced to. give a calf a 
start in life. The modern dairy cow, 
thowever; is a highly specialized ma- 
ehine | for. . the production, . of -.milk, 
which is tich in mineral salts, espec- 
ially lime:and phosphorus. 

Not only has the tremendous - in- 
crease in: milk production eaused a 


greater mineral requirement, but the|- 


feeds used today are often grown .on 
soils: depleted in the essential. min- 
erals, resulting in a lack in. the feeds 
on such soils. - 

The. natural -ration - of the dairy 
cow. consists of roughages, ‘such . as 
hay and grass, which are high in oo 

e 
high ‘producing dairy- cow, however, 
‘must have the roughage supplemented 
with concentrates to -furnish. protein 
and energy for heavy milk production. 
Concentrates, especially the cereal 
rains, are low in certain: necessary. 
mMminerals.: The tendency in dairy cat- 
tle management is to increase the pro- 
portion of concentrates to roughage 
in order to-increase milk production. 
This means that although the mincral 
requirement is increased by greater 
production of milk, the amount of 
minerals supplied in the feed is pro- 
portionately less, which may account] 
for the lack of health in many ‘of thé 
heavy. fedand good producing herds. 

Feeding Salt. 

The one minerally supplement uni- 
versally. fed is common salt, which is 
required to a certain extent by all 
classes of: livestock.’ Salt furnishes 
sodium, which-is needed in the blood, 
and chlorine, which is used in making 
hydrochloric acid for the stomach. 
The salt. requirement .of carnivorous 
animals, such a the dog and cat, is 
very small compared with that of ‘the 
herbivorous animals, . 
horse and cow. Livestock may be al- 
lowed free access to salt or may he 
grain-is fed librally the salt may be 
mixed with the gran at the rate of 
one pound of salt to one hundred 
pounds of grain mixture,
